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Graffiti problems cause headaches for Town

Town of Fort Erie staff 
are asking residents to 
report acts of vandalism 
in the Crystal Beach area 
to the police. 

“We've had some issues 
on a fair number of stop 
signs (in Crystal Beach) 
that have been painted 
red. We go out there and 
clean it off and they (van¬ 
dals) do it again,” the 
town's interim chief 
administrative officer, 
Tom Kuchyt said. 

More than 12 stop signs 
in Crystal Beach have 
been painted red over the 
course of the last few 
weeks, which has created 
a safety hazard as graffiti 
reduces the visibility of 
the signs. 

“After they (vandals) do 
it a couple times, it (the 
sign) has to be replaced 
because it no longer 
reflects properly, making 
it difficult for drivers to 
see,” Kuchyt said. 

“We try to get graffiti 
cleaned off right away. It’s 
easier if you address it

long." 

According to Kuchyt, 
taxpayers’ dollars are 
being wasted on replace- 

“The cost for a sign 
replacement is $100 each 
and that pays for the 
material and the labour. 
We have more than 12 
signs to date that we've 
had to replace.” 

Kuchyt said the wash¬ 
rooms at Waverly Beach 
have also been covered 
with graffiti. 

“What we have done is 
ask the police to monitor 
areas more often than 
they typically would. We 
are asking the police to 


help us in this situation.” 

Kuchyt wants the pub¬ 
lic to know that areas 
prone to vandalism are 
“being watched.” 

If an individual is 
caught committing an act 
of vandalism, he or she 
can be charged with mis¬ 
chief, Niagara Regional 
Police Const. Phil Gavin 
said. 

“There is no set fine, 
but a person could be 
responsible for the cost of 
replacing what had been 
vandalized or they must 
complete community ser¬ 
vice,” Gavin said. 

"A judge would look at 
the situation and decide.” 

Graffiti is an issue that 
exists across Niagara that 
"goes in ebbs and flows.” 

“At times, Niagara is hit 


with more amounts of it 
and then it fades but there 
is definitely a presence 
(in Niagara),” Gavin said. 

Gavin encourages the 
public to alert the police 
to areas where vandalism 
has taken place. 

“Absolutely, (it helps 
when people report van¬ 
dalism) because it helps 
identify areas where there 
is a problem," Gavin said. 

“We want to know 
about it so we can direct 
our resources and provide 
people with the safety 
and the comfort that they 
expect to have in their 
community.”

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Youth puts fire safety education to the test

When 11-year-old Riley 
Wren saw smoke billow¬ 
ing from his grandfather's 
kitchen, he immediately 
knew what to do. 

“I walked in the door, 
and I saw the smoke. My 
grandma opened the oven

Riley’s grandfather had 
been watching the roast 
that had been cooking in 
the oven but he had 
stepped away from the 
kitchen for a minute. 

As Riley learned, a min¬ 
ute is all it takes for a Are 



worried. I felt like freak¬ 
ing out and then I remem¬ 
bered I knew how to han¬ 
dle this situation. The 
Junior Firefighter 
Academy taught me what 
to do.” 

Riley grabbed the fire 
extinguisher, pulled its 
pin and aimed it inside 
the oven to extinguish the 
flames. 

The Grade 7 St. 
Philomena Catholic 
Elementary School stu¬ 
dent learned how to use a 
fire extinguisher at the 
Junior Firefighter 
Academy he attended. 
Public safety officer Doug 
Atkins said the academy 
is a five-day summer 
camp that began in 2013 
to provide children ages 
10 to 12 an opportunity to 
learn about fire safety and 
prevention. It is organized 
by the Fort Erie Fire 
Department's public edu¬ 
cation program. 

“It’s a week long pro¬ 
gram held in August,” 
Atkins said. 

A few participants from 
the previous year are 
invited back to act “as 
mentors for the youth,” 
Atkins said. 

"We're hoping that in 
the future, we will be get¬ 
ting some volunteer fire¬ 
fighters from this group."

A Fort Erie woman wants 
to warn others to lock their 
cars so they don’t become 
victims of theft. 

About two weeks ago, 77 
year-old Patricia grabbed a 
handful of items from her 
parked car and carried them 

Catherine Street home. 

Patricia, who asked that 
her name not be used due to 
concerns for her safety, 
didn't think much about 
leaving her unlocked car 
unattended for a few min- 

“It was just a little after 
lunchtime in broad daylight 
when it happened," Patricia 
said. “I went into the house 
with my arms full and I came 
back for my purse. But it had 
been stolen in a matter of 
minutes.” 

Patricia immediately 
reported the theft to the 
police, applied for a new 
driver’s license and changed 
her banking information. 

“It was a headache to say 
the least. My purse con¬ 
tained a lot of valuable 
information," Patricia said. 

When Patricia heard 
through word of mouth that 
another car was broken into 
in the Crescent Park area 
recently she wanted to 

sure they lock their car doors 
to prevent and dissuade 

“I didn’t want to come for¬ 
ward but I felt it was impor¬ 


tant," Patricia said. ‘I feel 
that my privacy was invad¬ 
ed, and it’s devastating when 
something like this hap- 

There have been about 45 
reports of thefts from vehi¬ 
cles in Fort Erie since Sept. 
1, according to Niagara 
Regional Police Const. Phil 

“This happens sporadi¬ 
cally in pockets and clusters. 
It happens in all neighbour¬ 
hoods in Fort Erie and the 
region,” Gavin said about 
the number of people who 
reported to police that their 
vehicles had been broken 

“We gather information 
on these events to identify 
suspects. We put out dedi¬ 
cated crime patrol who tar¬ 
get street level crimes such 
as these,” he added. 

Gavin said members of 
the public must remember 
to lock their vehicles and 
never leave valuable items
